On the other hand, she said other stu- 
dents may believe their money is being 
thrown away because certain issues 
aren't important to them. 

Val Carlisle, coordinator of student 
activities, supports the distribution of 
‘student fees to organizations on cam- 
pus 

Carlisle said the budget allocates 70 
percent to CAB, 17 percent to the 
Senate, and 13 percent for campus pic 
nics. and events like home 
coming Carlisle said Crossroads: The 
‘Magazine is a little different, with $5 
from every student going toward its 
budget, totaling approximately $18,900 
per semester. 

Carlisle stressed that approximately 
10 percent is taken from the total budg- 
et fo compensate for students who drop 








out or never pay their bills. She said 
the organizations operate on an esti- 
mated amount of money during the 
first part of the semester until pay- 
menis are received. Afer students pay, 
the actual amount of the budget is 
totaled, and Carlisle said funds that 
were previously there are sometimes 
taken from the budget. 

Carlisle said CAB organizes student 
activities with reduced cost to students. 
During the first week of school, CAB 
spent more than $1,000 giving ice 
cream away. Many of CAB's expendi- 
tures are food-related with picnics, 
meetings, events, and dances. CAB 
also buys movie tickets from Wallace 
Theater, owners of Hollywood 
Theaters, and sells them to students at 
the reduced price of $4.50 

Inviting interesting acts to play at 
Southern is alsa important to CAB. The 
organization has had to save money 
from previous semesters to bring in top 
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Southern

Student Senate closes 
semester with confusion 


Thee campus organizations walked 
away with $1,000 each to benefit their 
‘causes, but not without some discus- 
sion from senafors. 

First on the agenda was a request 
for $1,000 from Omicron Delia Kappa, 
the honors leadership club. Heather 
Hoyle, Senate secretary and ODK pres- 
ident, presented’ the request for regis- 
tration and lodging at the nanonal coo 
vention in St Louis This was met with 
10 objection. 

The Intemational Club was up next 
with 3 request for $1,000 to travel to 
‘Chicago to leam about Amencan cul- 
ture outside Joplin. Jason Shaver, inter- 
national communications major and 
member of the club, spoke for the 
$1,000 request which would go toward 
the $2386 total of the mp. 

Steven Bishop, treasury committee 
chairperson, said the club had raised 
$700 during its Intemxbonal Food Fest 
and had $400 in its account at the start 
Of the semester. The treasury committee 
recommended granting the club $500. 

Senator Alex Berejnoi, also a mem- 
ber of the Intemational Club, recom- 
mended granting $1,000) A vote was 
ken on granting $1,000 by a raising 
‘of hands and passed 17-6, 

This is when the confusion started.

‘of the $1000, Freshman senator 
(Catherine Singleton said she had voted 
incorrectly because she was confused 
as to what was being voted on. She 
‘Sd she thought all the senate should

Discrepancies in procedure also 
arose when the Collegiate Music 
Educators asked for $1|000 to attend 
their nponal convention in Osage Beach 

Senator Andre Ratliff asked why 
the chub couldn't save money and stay 
in a hotel other than Tan Tar A\— a 
hotel he called “the most expensive 
pice in the Ozarks."

Gore’s burden: Can he overcome vice presidency? 


Despite seven years of economic 
prosperity and relative peace abroad, 
Al Gore faces a difficult test in his 
quest to succeed Bill Clinton. 

History is not on Gore's side. 

Since 1789, only 14 of the 44 men 
who preceded Gore in the vice presi- 
dency eventually became president 
‘That is 32 percent. 

In other words, more than two-thirds 
of all vice presidents never made it to 
the top spot 

Of Gore's 10 immediate prede 
sors, only one (George Bush) was 
elected president directly upon com- 
pleting eight years as vice president. 
He was then defeated in a bid for re 
election four years later. 

Three other vice presidents since 
1950 did eventually become president: 
Johnson, Nixon, and Ford. 

But two of the three left office igno- 
muiniously- LBJ due to a failed Vietnam 
policy and Nixon due to the Watergate 
scandal
